810 a day, all was chianged. From 
being at the back of beyond in ihe 
pubhe inind as well as geographically, 
ihe Yukon, became in a moment the 
most talked of region-on earth; °97 
witnessed a, rush and. 96 a stil) greater 
rush. Not less than 40,000 people went 
in during the two seasons. Unlike so 
many such rvshes the solid inducement 
was present. Althougb the returnsin 
97 were individually large they were 
comparatively email in the eggregaie. 
In 98 there was still a great deal of 
wrospecling. but since iher, during | 
the seasons of °99, 1900, and 1991, the 
@rcund has been occupied and the 
mines have been worked to their full- 
est capacity by improved meibods, and } 
the aggregate yield has been’ enor- 
mous. How great no one will ever 
know, as the royalty is the strongest 
possibie reason for a miue owner | 
keep to himself the umouni of his re- 
furns. But in ihe five years since | 
the Kliondike was struck ihe world’s 
supply of gold has been increased from 
those eiggings certainly over fitty 
million and possibly a hundred million 
dollars from an srea of suy 25 miles 
Such a stupendous produc- | 
tion of wealth could not take place 
withcut an accompanying advance in 
the lmprovemeits of civilizaiion.

And yet 
the city of Dawson has a population 
ot not less than 5,000 while nox less 
than 10,000 ar employed in and 
about the mines on tbe several creeks | 
in the gold produciug area. 
is lit by electricity and power is furn- 
ished )v the electric light company to 
pump the surrounding mines for a 
distance of ten miles. The city has a 
telephone service and is connected by 
telephone with the mines. It is the in- 
tention io construct: trolly lines from | 
the city up Boranza Creek to its head, 
then over the divide and down Domin- | 
ion Creek to its mouth. Also up Eldo- 
tado and Hunker Creeks. There are 
good roads radiating from Dawsan up 
and down the creeks.. In the city are 
churches and hospitals; besides all the 
distinctive attractions which natural- 
aly go with the richest mining camp | 
on earth. Direc’ telegraph Connec- | 
tion exists with the outside world, and 
mails arrive twice a week, five days 
from the coas* and ten days from Van- 
eouver. The necessaries of life, and 
luxuries as well, are as abundant pro- 
portionately ‘a2 Dawson as in Vancou- 
ver. But of course there is still con- 
siderable difference in the price. 
During the first years mining was 
only done in the winter, as in summer 
there was too much water. The froz- 
en ground wis thawed. by wood fires, 
then *he softened ground was shovel- 
led away and another fire huilt., By 
the use of steam machinery pumps 
keep the mines clear of water in sum- 
mer and steam jets conducted, j-uto 
mines through flexible iubes 
irou points thaw as many 
of ground in a day as 
the old wood fire could inches.

No important new discoveries have 
been made in the Klondike district | 
during the past year or two and of 
course it is only a matter of time 
when the mines must be worked oui. 
But with fur‘her improvements in ma- 
chinery, cbeaper fuel resulting from 
coal discoveries and further reduction 
or gibolition of the royaliy a great 
deal of ground as yet untouched could 
be profitably worked, and much that 
was gone over roughly at the start 
could be handled again with profit. 
There is therefore every prospect ihat 
as the Klondike is the richest mining 
camp On earth it will be one of ihe 
longest lived.

The least hopeful feature of the Yu- 
kon is that no rich discoveries have 
been made outside the Klondike dis- 
trict. The area of the country is im- 
mense and colors of gold are iound 
everywhere. It is scarcely to be be- 
lieved that on'y iu ive Klondike are 
these rich deposits. But the fact re- 
mains that no’ only uo rich discov- 
ezies have been made elsewhere in 
Canadico territory, ie "eer aha 
ting is being done. re rush 
pene eye of °97 avd °98 instead 
of spreading all over the Canadian Yu- 


kon in the succeeding seasons 
and lecating its probable rich 
spots, went on down. in Jo 
United States terrifory, with the 


result that many fairly, alibough not 
tichly, profitable diggings have al- 
ready been struck, along the Yukon 
and its tri>utaries, as well as the rich 
diggings along the coast at Nome. Net 
only so but prospecting is siill active in 
Alaska, and may yet) produce sturiling 
results, while if [s dead in the Canadian 
Yukon. And yer the Yukon district 
having in it the rich Klondike and con- 
taining ali the baad waters of the Yu- 
kon offers far greater atiractions to 
the prospector. Mr. Wilkins does not 
hesitate io place the blame of tie Jack 
of new discoveries in the Canadian Yu- 
kon oo the unfortunately framed and 
still more unfortunately adminis- 
tered minieg laws and regulations 
which prevailed especially during the 
tush days of ‘97 and ‘98; and on. the 
excessive ten per ceat royalty on gross 
output,—now reduced to five per cent. 
People rushed to the Yukon, in ’97 and 
98 in the hope of waking rich strikes. 
Rightly or wrongly the impression was 
created shat the prospector Bid not 
get a fair show at the hands of the 
officials. The idea prevailed that the 
successful prospector stood more 
chances to lose thaa to get his rightful 
claim. The inducement to prospecting 
was therefore destroyed. ‘The tide of 
praspectors passed on and the pros- 
pecting spitit died out. lt did not 
matter that the vast majority of these 
prospectors were not miners. -New 
strikes are most frequently made by 
those whe know nothing of mining. 
It is because they know nothing of the 
raies which govern in other places, 
and éecause the rules which govern 
in one place do cot govern in an- 
other, tha: they make discoveries 
where experienced miners would not 
think of looking. 

The royalty struck the mine owners 
as Severely as the regulations and their 
administration siruck the prospector. 
The levy of a royalty is hased on! the 
idea. that gold mining is essentially a 
profitaple occupation,—than which 
there could not be a more siupendeous 
mistake. Gold mining cannot be on 
ou the whole more prefitable than the 
average of other industries or gbid 
would lose ifs proportionate -value. 
There are chances of more rapid suc- 
cess in gold miving than in other. in- 
dustries. But the chanves of failure 
aS against success are im like propor- 
ticn. it is esseatially unfair to levy 
a special 'ax on success in an industry 


| which as matters stand involves such 


vast expermiitures in failures. the 
direct etiect of the royalty bas been 
to prevent the working of many claims 
that could end would have been work. 
ed if there had been no such tax, and 
capital expenditure and employment

fit. If an ouyput of $100,000 in a sea- 
can cost $100,000 to produce there was 
heavy loss to the miner,—interest on 
capital ,and depreciation of value of 
plant, and of mine. He had not made 
a cent, He had lost heavily, and yet 
the law called upon him to pay tien 
per cent on his outnut less an exemip- 
tion of $5,000 or nearly $19,000 roYyal 
ty. It may be said that this is not 
a, fair statement of the case. That 


| 4 Idan will aot work a mine unless it 


will yield a profit over all expenses, 
That is plainly true. But the miner 
cannot tell what the mine will yield 
until he has worked it, until he has 
spent his money, and the fact that he 
must pay ten per cent ovt of his pro- 


| ducts whether he makes a loss or a 


Gain, is a strong influence against his 
making the first expenditure, and the 
country loses his investment and en- 
terprise. The mine which yields $100,- 
000 in gold and costs $100,000 it should 
be remembered, is much more profit- 
able to the general trade of the coun- 
try than the mine which yields $100,- 
000 at a cost of $10,000. 
No foubt mines of this laiter 
¢lass can well afford to pay the royal- 
ty, But the interest of the trade of 
Lhe country is that the less profitable 
class as well as the more profitable 
class should he worked, and it is this 
which the royalty has prevented in the 
past and to a less extent—since the 
reduction to five per ceni—still pre- 
vents. Mr. Wilkins does not abject 
{o aspecial tax being levied on the Yu- 
kon in consideration of the special ex- 
penditure oa i‘s hehalf, but he thinks 


| thas the tax should be on the net wand 


rot ou the gross returns from the 
mines, or else an export tax on al} 
gold going out of the country. Under 
this system all classes wou'd share the 
burden instead of the miner having to 
bear it all. 

With the arrival of Commissioner 
Ross fast spring came, chopnges in 
methods of administration which Mr. 
Wilkins soasiders have already proven 
of great advantage to the district and 
give promise of still greater advan- 


cage. The reduction of the royalty 
from ten to five per ceni, came as a 
very considerable relief not only in 


itself, ‘but also as it showed that the 
complaints of the miners were at least 
being considered. Mr. Ross is a pion- 
eer himself and has had a long experi- 
ence in public life in the West. He is 
a’ most competent administrator, and 
from his personal knowledge of pioneer 
conditions, is able *o enter fully into 
spirit cf the time ‘and place. Thera 
has been a marked improvement in 
every department of the administra- 
tion since his arrival, and confidence 
has taken the place of distruct. No 
one doubts either Mr. Ross’ honesiy 
or ability, and his energy is in evidence 
everywhere. No place more go than

Although Mr. Wilkirs condemus a 
great deal of the vovernmental admin- 
istration, as i has bee, he says that 
the police have aiways been a credit 
to Canada, ard tha: their discharge 
of their duty bas always been above 
reproach. Law, ane order are well 
maintained and the police enjoy the 
respest of all classes of the population. 

Nearly all travel into and out of the 
Yukon is by way of Skagway = =§ and 
White Horse, although a good deal of 
freight comes up the Yukon from St. 
Michael’s hy steamer. The means of 
transport from Skagway on the Paci- 
fic coast to White Horse below the 
rapids of the sime name is the Whiie 
Pass railway. The distance is 40 miles 
to Lake Berne*t roith of the summit 
and 160 miles more to White Horse; 140 
miles in all by rail. A day's runiand 
aj train a day each way. From White 
Harse to Dawson the route is by river 
in both summer and winter. The dis- 
tances are 158 miles to Selkirk, the 
junction of F'elly river, and 186 miles 
more tc Dewsoa, 344 altogether, or 
as fac as from Edmonton to thei United 
Sttaites boundry. Steamers run 
almost each way in summer, and in 
winter mail stages run twice a week 
each way on the ice, There are road 
houses it which the stages stop every 
night. Steamers arrive at Skagway 
from Vancouver, Seattle and ocher 
vorts a): least twice a week in summer. 

The winter is "ot usually very se- 
vere, but it is long and the nights are 
very loug in mid-winter. When acold 
snap occirs the effect is very depress- 
ing on the human system, an’ even the 
dogs go crazy. A spell of eight days 
last wiuter averaged 68 degrees below 
zero. One day the thermometer was 
74 below. But such cold is exceptional 
and the spells do not generaliy Jast 
long. With the advantages of civil- 
ization now available and the oppor- 
tunities for money making which exist. 
Mr. Wilkins considers Dawson a 'thor- 
oughly desirable place of residence, and 
wil returu in the spring. But he is 
prepared to admit that in the mean- 
time Sar Francisco where he has been 
visiting for some time, and even Ed- 
monton. have advantages which can- 
not be overlooked.

Ganadians who have 
visited the al'cged Canadian immigra- 
tion offices in Loadou have been as- 
touaded at the lack of information 
regarding Cauada which existed there, 
aud at the methods and manners of 
alleged iminigrpiion officijls,

THE CANADIAN NORTHERN. 

Hrom the -Saskytchewan Herald; 
Chief Enginecr McLeod, of the Cana- 
dian Northerr, was here last week in 
the course of a trip over the country 
through which it is proposed to run 
the road. He came from Prince Albert 
on the north side by way of the Shell 
river country. Muskeg lake, aud 
Dunn’s 1anche at Redberry lake, and 
thence to Battieford. He then went 
west on the south side to Big Gully, 
examining both sides of the river for 
a suitable crossing. He left yester- 
day to returit ‘by wav of the north 
fide. Mr. McLeod’s idea in coming 
west was +o see the country through 
which the road would run, but princip- 
ally to select a site for the bridge. As 
to the country, it was to bim, as it has 
been to all who have lately traversed it 
for the first time, a great surprise. 
He had no idea that there was so large 
an unbroken zrea of real’y good land 
as he found. “he reports fioim all sec- 
tions were equally favoriuble, and 
led to ‘be belief ubat each was fay- 
oring its own section and that there 
must be intervening areas of more or 
less poor land. Gut a drive over a 
broad stretch of country nearly two 
hundred miles ia length showed him 
that it was ali well suited for settle- 
ment. And he may accept as correci 
the equally fzvurabie reports seni in 
for the two ktundred and fifiy miles 
west of where he turned back. 

The crossing of the Saskatchewan 
presents serious put not insurmount- 
able difficulties on agcount of its widith 
and the height of ii) banks. 
Measuremen'’s aud boviogs will at once 
be made at two or three yoints be- 
tween town aid Big Gully, and upon 
the reports of these examinations the 
site of the Hr dge wil! be selected. 

The locating engineeers will soon be 
on the road when their work will speak 
for itself. Meantime there is comfort 
to the pioneer sevtlers in the fact that 
the country is at last to be opened ‘up 
by a railway; and in the assurances 
of Mr. McLeod, that if the railway 
does not cross the river here it will 
at least swing in so near to its banks 
on the north side that it will serve the 
town; thai it ‘s :utended to build the 
road as fur as Battleford this year if 
possible; and what is more encouraging 
the company is. as auxious to build the 
road as the setilers ure to have it. 
wet 

WRECK ON THE PACIFIC. 
A collision at sea early on the meorn- 


ing of January 2nd, between the 
eleamship Wa'la Walla and am un- 
known sailing vessel resulted in the 


sinking of the steamer and the prob. 
able loss of at least twenty lives. The 
Walla Walla is owned by the Pacific 
Coast steamship company, and sailed 
from January, 1 for 
Pugei Sound ports. Ste carried vbir- 
ty-six first cliss passengers, iwenty- 
eight second class anda crew of 
eighty men. When off Cape Mendo- 
cino on the California coast at 4310 
o'clock Thursday morning, an iron 
bark, believed to be French, loomed up 
in the haze and crashed into the Walla 
Walla’s bow. Then the sailing vessel 
slid off into the darkpress and was seen 
no more. rs: 

All the passengers and crew of the 
Walla Walla, ¢ <cept Lhe few on watch, 
were asleep, but were aroused hy the 
crash. The steerage ‘quirters were 1n 
the bow and it is believed some of che 
sleerage passengers were crushed io 
death. A big hole was made in the 
steamer’s bow and she sank in ah 
minutes. The officers and crew main- 
tained strict discipline and boats and 
life rafis were lowered. All who were 
not killed in the collision go. off ex- 
cept Capt. Hall, who went dewn with 
bis ship. He was picked up later by 
one of the boats uninjured with the ex- 
ceplion of 2, few bruises.

A choppy sea was running and the 
small boats could not make a landing 
on the shore 1 few miles distam. They 
drifted about all day, and finally 


sixty-five people were picked up by the 
steamer Dispatch which t.ck them to 
Eureka. Another oat under tom- 
mand of Engineer Brown and contain- 
ing 13 yersons attempred to land alt 
Trinidad and was swamped. John 
Wilkinson, quartermaster; William 
Martel, fireman; L. Drube, passenger, 
and three unknown men were drown- 
ed. Those in the boat who were saved 
were engineer Brown, fireman John 
McClellan, coal passer, William Shinn, 
sailor O'Leary, ch'sf cook Marshall 
and passengers William B, fimith aud 
William Moorehouse.

SASKATCHEWAN STEAMBOAT PROPOSITION 


A ree Press correspondent at 
Prince Albert writing on Jan. Ist says’ 
The olden days of having steamboats 
on the Saskatchewan are likely to be 
revived. A pas'y of capitalists have 
been looking inio the project, with the 
idea of putting one or more light- 
draught s‘eamers oa the North Sas- 
katchbewan, ‘o run as far north as 
Edmonton, The Bertram firm of ves- 
sels builders, of Toronto, also a firm 
in St, Lovis, and a Chicago firm, have 
been negoijiating with these gentlemen.

BAD OIL IN UNITED STATES. 


The Minueapolis Tribune ef receut 
issue lias the following regarding the 
quality of oil furnished consumers in 
the States and the means to secure an 
improvement; 

The laws of Minnesota provide what 
is called “a tlash tes<”’ of kerosene oil. 
Oil that passes this test is regarded as 
safe. It is not likely to explode; but 
at the same time the test does not An- 
sure the quality of the oil as regards 
illuminating and lasting power. Oil 
Inspector Schifgman is complaining 
that much of the oil shipped into the 
state is defeciive in specific gravity, 
and therefore inierior. The consum- 
er who purchases it and uses it (Muay 
not be in danger of sudden and hor- 
tible death, but he is not getting the 
value of his money. 

The inspector has the righi to pro- 
hibit the sale of oil that falls below 
the flash test, but not of that which 
is short in specific gravity. He can, 
however, have the oil inspected for spe- 
cific gavity, and he promises to do 
this and have the cans marked when- 
ever the contents fall below a certain 
standard. } f 

But it is evident that there can be 
no complete remedy short of addiiion- 
al legislation which will impose a test 
for! speci€ic graivity as ‘well as 4otr 
safety. Such legislation would be 
simply in line with all the pure food 
and other legislation designed to pro- 
tect the public against imposition by 
manufacturers aud declers. 


RAILWAY MATTERS AT MACLECD.
